Kids' MINI 
Shots Are 
Recalled 

Atlanta 

Hundreds of thousands of swine 
flu shots for children have been 
recalled because tests indicate the 
vaccine doses lost some strength, 
government health officials said 
Tuesday. 

The shots, made by Sanofi 
Pasteur, were distributed across 
the country last 
month, and most 
have already been 
used, according 
to the Centers for 
Disease Control 
and Prevention. 
The 800,000 pre- 
filled syringes that 
were recalled are 
for young children, 
ages 6 months to nearly 3 years. 

Dr. Anne Schuchat, a CDC flu 
expert, stressed that parents don’t 
need to do anything or to worry if 
their child got one — or even two — 
of the recalled shots. The vaccine is 
safe and effective, she said. 

The issue is the vaccine’s 
strength. Tests done weeks after 
the vaccines shipped indicated 
the strength of the shots had fall- 
en slightly below required levels.

Fed to buy 111. prison, 
will retrofit it to hold 
terrorism suspeets 

Washington 

President Obama has ordered the 
federal government to acquire an 
underused state prison in rural Illi- 
nois to be the new home for a limit- 
ed number of terror suspects now 
held at the U.S. detention facility 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

The federal government will 


acquire Thomson Correctional Cen- 
ter in Thomson, 111., transforming 
the prison in a sleepy town near 
the Mississippi River into a pris- 
on that exceeds “supermax stan- 
dards,” according to a letter to 
Illinois Gov. Pat Quinn that was 
signed by members of the Obama 
administration’s national secu- 
rity team. 

The decision is an important 
step toward closing Guantanamo 
Bay. Thomson, about 150 miles 
from Chicago, is expected to house 
both federal inmates and no more 


than 100 detainees from Guantan- 
amo Bay. 

Administration officials, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, said 
they could not yet lay out a time- 
frame for when a transfer of detain- 
ees from the Navy-run detention 
facility to Thomson. They said the 
administration would have to work 
with Congress to amend laws and 
secure funding before any prison- 
ers are brought to U.S. soil. 

The officials said military tribu- 
nals for potential detainees would 
be held at Thomson. They also said 


that the facility could house detain- 
ees whom the president determines 
must be held indefinitely but can’t 
be tried. 

Republicans were quick to criti- 
cize the administration’s plan. 

Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., said the Amer- 
ican people “already have rejected 
bringing terrorists to U.S. soil.” He 
accused the administration of fail- 
ing to explain how transferring the 
detainees would keep the public 
safer than keeping them offshore 
in Cuba, henry c. jackson (ap)

Obama: Health Bill Near Passage 


Washington 

President Obama urged Senate 
Democrats to overcome the last, lin- 
gering disputes blocking agreement 
on a national health care overhaul 
Tuesday, declaring they were “on 
the precipice” of enacting histor- 
ic legislation that has eluded law- 
makers for decades. 

In comments after a private 
meeting, the president said differ- 
ences still remain over details, but 
he spoke in highly favorable terms 


about the measure that party lead- 
ers hope to pass by Christmas. 

The bill includes “all the crite- 
ria that I laid out” in a speech to 
a joint session of Congress earlier 
in the year, he said. 

The meeting came after an 
intense two days in which Dem- 
ocrats struggled to keep the leg- 
islation moving forward despite a 
flare-up about a proposal to expand 
Medicare to uninsured men and 
women as young as 55. 

Sen. Joe Lieberman, I-Conn., on 


Sunday said he opposed the plan, 
and he threatened to join Republi- 
cans in voting against the bill. 

Democrats are ready to jettison 
the Medicare change, and Lieber- 
man said that assuming they do, 
“then Tm going to be in a position 
where I can say what Tve wanted 
to say all along: that I’m ready to 
vote for health care reform.” 

Ben Nelson, 
D-Neb., the only known potential 
holdout among the 60 senators in

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Evangelist Roberts Dies 


Pastor helped bring 
prosperity gospel 
into the mainstream 

Tulsa, Okla. 

Oral Roberts, the evangelist who 
rose from humble tent revivals to 
found a multimillion-dollar min- 
istry and a university bearing his 
name, died Tuesday. He was 91. 

Roberts died of complications 
from pneumonia in Newport Beach, 
Calif., according to his spokes- 
man, A. Larry Ross. The evange- 
list was hospitalized after a fall 
on Saturday. 

Roberts was a pioneer who 
broadcast his spirit-filled revivals 
on television, a new frontier for reli- 
gion when he started in the 1950s. 
He was also a forerunner of the con- 
troversial “prosperity gospel” that 



Oral Roberts, who founded a university 
that bears his name, died on Tuesday. 

has come to dominate televange- 
lism. The evangelist’s “Seed-Faith” 
theology held that those who give to 
God will get things in return. 

Roberts overcame tuberculo- 
sis at age 17 and credited that tri- 


umph with leading him to become 
one of the country’s most famous 
ministers. 

He gave up a local pastorate 
in Enid, Okla., in 1947 to enter an 
evangelistic ministry in Tulsa to 
pray for the healing of the whole 
person — the body, mind and spir- 
it. The philosophy led many to call 
him a “faith healer,” a label he 
rejected with the comment: “God 
heals — I don’t.” 

By the 1960s and ’70s, he was 
reaching millions around the world 
through radio, television, publica- 
tions and personal appearances. 

Unity of body, mind and spirit 
became the theme of Oral Roberts 
University. The campus is a Tulsa 
landmark, with its space-age build- 
ings laden with gold paint, includ- 
ing a 200 -foot prayer tower and a 
60 -foot bronze statue of praying 
hands, justin juozapavicius (ap)

Eight killed in suicide 
attack near home of 
former vice president 

Kabul 

A suicide car bomber struck Tues- 
day near the home of a former 
Afghan vice president and a hotel 
frequented by Westerners, killing 
at least eight people and wounding 
nearly 40 in a neighborhood con- 
sidered one of Kabul’s safest. 

The blast was the deadliest in 
the heart of the city since an Oct. 28 
assault on a guesthouse filled with 
U.N. staffers killed eight people, 
including five U.N. workers. 

Tuesday’s attack occurred mid- 
morning in Kabul’s heavily guard- 
ed Wazir Akbar Khan district, an 
area favored by foreigners and 
wealthy Afghans. 

Security officials at the scene 
suspected the target was the home 
of former vice president Ahmad Zia 
Massoud — brother of legendary 
anti-Taliban fighter Ahmad Shah 
Massoud, who was killed in an al- 
Qaeda suicide bombing two days 
before the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

“Of course we were the target,” 


said Shah Asmat, an aide to the 
former vice president. “Before, the 
Taliban killed Massoud. Now, they 
tried to kill his brother.” 

Ahmad Zia Massoud, who served 
in President Hamid Karzai’s first 


administration, was home, but he 
was not hurt. 

The scene was chaotic, with 
rescue workers rushing victims on 
stretchers past the suicide bomb- 
er’s shattered vehicle, which flipped 


Meanwhile ••• 

In a separate attack near a politi- 
cian’s home Tuesday, a suicide car 
bomber detonated explosives in 
Dera Ghazi Khan, Pakistan, killing 33 
people. The attack badly damaged 
the lawmaker’s house, and shops 
and buildings at a nearby market, 
including a mosque and bank. It was 
unclear whetherthe bomber was 
targeting the home of the politician, 
who was not there at the time, or the

U.K. Arrest Law Is Under Review 


Livni cancels visit 
upon news of secret 
action against her 

London 

Britain pledged Tuesday to reform 
a peculiar legal power that lets 
judges order the arrest of visit- 
ing politicians and generals — a 
threat currently focused on Israe- 
li visitors that, one day, might be 
invoked against President Obama 
or Russian Prime Minister Vladi- 
mir Putin. 

Lawyers working with Pal- 
estinian activists in recent years 
have sought the arrest of senior 


Israeli civilian and military fig- 
ures under terms of “universal 
jurisdiction.” This ill-defined legal 
concept empowers judges to issue 
arrest warrants for visiting offi- 
cials accused of war crimes in a for- 
eign conflict. 

Their latest target is Tzipi Livni, 
Israel’s former foreign minister 
and current opposition leader, who 
staunchly defends Israel’s invasion 
of the Gaza Strip. Israel’s govern- 
ment confirmed Tuesday that she 
canceled a planned London trip this 
month after her office received news 
of a secretly issued arrest warrant 
awaiting her arrival. 

Foreign Secretary David Mil- 
iband later announced that Brit-

ain would no longer tolerate legal 
harassment of Israeli officials in 
this fashion. 

Speaking after meeting Isra- 
el’s London ambassador Tuesday 


night, Miliband said the British law 
permitting judges to issue arrest 
warrants against foreign dignitar- 
ies “without any prior knowledge 
or advice by a prosecutor” must be 
reviewed and reformed. 

Miliband said the government 
was determined that arrest threats 
against visitors of Livni’s stature 
would not happen again. 

“Israel is a strategic partner and 
a close friend of the United King- 
dom. We are determined to protect 
and develop these ties,” Miliband 
said. “Israeli leaders — like lead- 
ers from other countries — must 
be able to visit and have a proper 
dialogue with the British govern- 
ment.”

20,000 Evacuated 
In the Philippines 


Villages are emptied 
as a major volcanic 
eruption is predicted 

Manila, Philippines 

The Philippines’ most active volca- 
no oozed lava and shot up plumes 
of ash Tuesday, forcing thousands 
of people to evacuate their homes 
and face the possibility of a bleak 
Christmas in a shelter. 

State volcanologists raised the 
alert level on the cone-shaped, 
8,070 -foot Mayon volcano over- 
night to two steps below a major 
eruption after ash explosions. 

Dark orange lava fragments 
glowed in the dark as they trick- 
led down the mountain slope over- 
night. Renato Solidum, head of the 
Philippine Institute of Volcanology 
and Seismology, said the activity 
could get worse in coming days. 

“It’s already erupting,” Solidum 
told The Associated Press.

evacuated to safety by nightfall 
Tuesday, said Gov. Joey Salceda 
of Albay province, where Mayon 
is located about 210 miles south- 
east of Manila. 

The first of 20 vehicles, includ- 
ing army trucks, were sent to vil- 
lages to take residents to schools 
and other temporary housing, pro- 
vincial emergency management 
official Jukes Nunez said. 

“It’s 10 days before Christmas. 
Most likely people will be in evac- 
uation centers, and if Mayon’s 
activity won’t ease down, we will 
not allow them to return to their 
homes,” Nunez said. “It’s difficult 
and sad, especially for children.”

D.C. Takes the Plunge 

Council approves historic bill legalizing gay marriage in the nation’s capital

The D.C. Council gave final approv- 
al Tuesday to a bill to legalize same- 
sex marriage, setting off a wave of 
excitement in the gay community 
even as opponents vow to continue 
the fight on Capitol Hill. 

The bill, approved by a vote of 
11-2, will now go to Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty, a Democrat, who is 
expected to sign it before Christ- 
mas. The bill will become law in 
the spring if it survives a 30-day 
legislative review period. 

After the vote, dozens of same- 
sex marriage supporters rose to 
their feet and began cheering 
in the council chamber, despite 
council rules prohibiting public 
demonstrations. 

“In many ways, this is the 
final prize,” said council mem- 
ber Jim Graham, D-Ward 1, one 
of two openly gay council mem- 
bers. 

“We believe we are firmly root- 
ed in the right side of history, and 
I know we are going to prevail,” 
said council member David A. 
Catania, I-At Large, who is also 
gay and sponsored the bill. “But 
we are going to have to remain 
vigilant to protect this right.” 

During the debate, coun- 
cil member Marion Barry, 
D-Ward 8, said he could not sup- 
port the bill but acknowledged the 
body was making history. 

“This must be a proud day for

Museum considers 
temporary, inflatable 
145-foot-tall structure 

Washington 

The Hirshhom Museum and Sculp- 
ture Garden, the contemporary-art 
home of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, is considering a plan to cover 
its courtyard with a 145-foot-tall 
temporary, inflatable structure. 

Richard Koshalek, the muse- 
um’s director, has enlisted archi- 
tects Diller Scofidio -i- Renfro to 
design what would be a season- 
al hall, erected twice a year, the 
Smithsonian confirmed. 

It would serve two purposes. It 
would be a playful element, with 
its balloon top popping through 
the roof, a whimsical addition to 
what many feel is a troubled struc- 
ture. The south side of the Mall, 
where the forbidding, doughnut- 
shaped museum is located, is nes- 
tled among many formal, albeit 
kitschy, buildings, including the 


historic Castle building, the shut- 
tered Victorian-style Arts and 
Industries Building and the mod- 
ern storage bunker of the Nation- 
al Air and Space Museum. 

The planned space would also 
create a place to discuss contem- 
porary cultural issues, rather like a 
Chautauqua on the Potomac. Since

he arrived in April, Koshalek has 
outlined plans to make the Hirsh- 
horn a think tank for the debates 
of the day, especially in the arts. 
One of the missions of the Hir- 
shhorn, he has said, is to be “an 
ideas factory.” 

The budget for the inflatable 
addition, which would be anchored 
in the courtyard and rise though 
the building’s open top, would be 
about $5 million, the Smithsonian 
confirmed. 

The plan has been discussed 
with the Hirshhorn’s board and 
the Smithsonian Board of Regents, 
and the staff is planning informal 
meetings with the National Cap- 
ital Planning Commission. For- 
mal approval from the NCPC is not 
required, because the structure is 
a temporary addition.

In '81 Rape

A Washington man who has spent 
nearly 28 years in prison for the 
rape and slaying of a Georgetown 
University student in Rock Creek 
Park was ordered released Tues- 
day morning by a D.C. Superior 
Court judge after DNA evidence 
revealed that another man com- 
mitted the crime. 

Donald Eugene Gates, now 58, 
had maintained his innocence from 
the start. He was to board a bus 
from a prison in Arizona on Tues- 
day afternoon and head to a new 
home in Ohio. 

Senior Judge Fred B. Ugast 
angrily criticized government 
officials who relied heavily on 
the testimony of an FBI analyst 
during Gates’ trial. The analyst 
incorrectly linked Gates to two 
hairs from a black male, found 
on the body of white college stu- 
dent Catherine Schilling, who was 
slain in 1981. 

That FBI analyst, Michael P. 
Malone, was discredited in a 1997 
review by the Justice Department 
along with 13 other analysts for 
making false reports and inac- 
curate tests.

Nothing Tops Perfection 



Colts, Saints should 
put aside fear and go 
for undefeated year

Of course they should go for the 
perfect season, both of them, the 
New Orleans Saints and Indianap- 
olis Colts. They ought to dismiss 
the very thought of safely coast- 
ing across the finish line, of rest- 
ing starters for the playoffs and 
fretting over injuries that might 
occur or might not. 

Having reached 13-0, they 
should stop treating perfection 
like a burden and 
approach the remain- 
ing three games of 
this regular season as 
if this is their chance 
of a lifetime, which it 
obviously is. 

The Saints have 
pretty much had this right since 
Week 6, when Reggie Bush said 
going undefeated was possible. The 
Colts, on the other hand, seemed 
to be afraid of committing; it came 
as something of a surprise Mon- 
day when Colts coach Jim Caldwell 
said Indy will approach Thursday 
night’s game in Jacksonville “just as 
we have done the previous 13” 
Only three years ago the notion 
of a team going 16-0 was unthink- 
able. Then the New England Patri- 
ots did it, and won a pair of playoff 
games to go 18-0 before failing to 


finish the Perfect Season by losing 
to the Giants in the Super Bowl. 

The Saints will be heavily 
favored in all three of their games, 
and the Colts, who have a difficult 
opponent this week in Jacksonville, 
would be heavily favored in their 
final two games. 

Theirs is the joint story of this 
season. If either gets through 
unscathed, that team becomes the 
greatest team, by record, in NFL 
history. If the two were to meet in 
the Super Bowl, the winner would 
become not only the greatest team 
in pro football history, but one of 
the greatest teams in the history 
of American sports. 

The Colts have already won a 
Super Bowl in the Peyton Manning 
era. And the NFL isn’t the NBA or 
NHL, where worthiness is mea- 
sured in multiple championships. 
One is significant. You know how 


the Colts can pull even with the 
Belichick/Brady Patriots who have 
three Super Bowl victories? Do the 
one thing the Pats failed to do: com- 
plete the Perfect Season. 

The Saints have a much more 
difficult path in the NFC, with the 
Eagles and Packers surging, and 
the defending conference champ 
Cardinals at least in the playoff 
field. Yet it’s the Saints who are 
eager to take a swing at it. Darren 
Sharper, the Saints’ ball-hawking 
safety, came right out and said, “We 
want to play for history.” 

If we’re lucky, at least one of 
these two teams will find the 
allure of doing something never 
done before greater than the fear 
of failing. And if both manage 
to get to the Super Bowl without 
losing, it’ll create a champion- 
ship of unimaginable perfection.

The DC Central Kitchen is founded on the premise that when fighting poverty, one must fight to win by using every resource available. Be it 
food, money, or people, they hate to see wasted potential. The Kitchen conducts a Culinary Job Training course and some of their students 
(from the 75th class) helped produce more than 250,000 meals for local social service agencies. This work provides students with real-world 
training as they meet the intense production schedule and timeline of meal preparation. Students from Class 75 will now join their fellow 
alumni of the Culinary Job Training program as they begin their successful culinary careers. After only three weeks of job searching, recent 
graduates have already secured positions with leading employers including Gaylord National Resort & Convention Center, J & G Steakhouse 
(located in the W Hotel Washington), All Faith Consortium, McCormick and Schmick’s, Jamaica, Palena, and the Grand Hyatt. Trained and 
passionate, this class will join the workforce with the vigor and skill set to succeed. 

Carpenter’s Shelter cfc# 87293 

Carpenter’s Shelter provides services to the homeless, promoting lifelong self-reliance. In its efforts to fulfill the needs of those without 
homes. Carpenter’s Shelter offers five programs along a continuum of care, to a diverse homeless community. Through their Transitional 
Housing program, they were able to assist a woman who was recently divorced and unprepared to handle the financial repercussions of 
being a single parent. Despite her hard work, she was unable to make ends meet and she was eventually evicted from her apartment. With 
no place to go, she and her son entered Carpenter’s Shelter. By living at Carpenter’s Shelter, she maintained her employment while providing 
a safe environment for her child. She also saved money for her future housing. Her determination to improve her family’s quality of life 
convinced the staff that she would be an ideal candidate for Carpenter’s Transitional Housing program. She continues to save while honing 
the life skills she was taught at Carpenter’s, easing her towards permanent independence and self-sufficiency. 

Northern Virginia Family Service cfc# 79645 

Northern Virginia Family Service operates on the principle that families are the foundation of a strong society. A strong family unit creates 
a healthy community. Their Building, Educating, Strengthening and Training program (BEST) is one of the many services they offer. One 
graduate of the program started out as a newly divorced mother with an infant and a toddler. To complicate matters, her infant had a health 
condition so he could not be in a daycare program. He needed personalized care which made full-time employment impossible for this young 
mother. The BEST program provided housing and connected her with many vital resources. Throughout the two years she was in the program, 
she began working full-time, obtained support for her son’s special needs and she eventually enrolled in courses at a community college. At 
the end of her schooling, she secured a job as a certified firefighter and now she helps to rescue others in the greater Washington area. 

National Multiple Sclerosis Society cfc# 44115 

The National Multiple Sclerosis Society helps people affected by MS by funding cutting-edge research, driving change through advocacy, 
facilitating professional education and providing programs and services that help people with MS and their families move their lives forward. 
This disease can take a devastating toll on families. In one household, all four family members were affected by Multiple Sclerosis. It is not 
uncommon for multiple members of a family to be diagnosed with MS; although the disease is not directly inherited, genetics play a role. With 
some assistance from various community resources, the family is largely self-sufficient. However, given their various physical and financial 
limitations — none of the four are able to work so the family has few financial resources to address unexpected needs. The family relies heavily 
on motorized scooters for mobility. Within one month this winter, both scooters broke, severely limiting their independence. The local chapter 
paid for the necessary repairs. Throughout the year, a family facing multiple disabilities was able to remain as independent as possible. 
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Arlington Food Assistance Center cfc# 19265 

The Arlington Food Assistance Center (AFAC) provides supplemental groceries to Arlingtonians who cannot afford to purchase all the food 
they need. The high cost of living in the area means that many families simply cannot make ends meet. AFAC helps solve this problem by 
distributing groceries to people in need. The Letter Carriers Food Drive in May 2009 yielded 20,894 pounds of food. That figure is up 40% 
from the food gathered in 2008. Volunteers logged 149 hours sorting the food collected. Other volunteers helped swell the number of pounds 
collected by leafieting in various neighborhoods and apartment complexes around the county. Families across the area did not go hungry 
because of the center’s efforts. 

ALIVE!, Inc. cfc# 44658 

ALIVE!, Inc. serves thousands of Alexandrians annually with shelter; low-cost early childhood education and childcare; financial help 
for rent and utilities, medical care and other critical needs. Like many families during these trying economic times, one family of four 
came to ALIVE!, Inc. for support. Due to job loss and financial duress, the family had to move into a one room basement apartment 
for six months until the father could secure employment. He found a job and they moved into a two bedroom apartment but they could 
barely afford to pay the rent or to keep the utilities on. When the mother fell ill, dad had to miss work to care for her and the children. 

The emergency food delivery from ALIVE!, Inc. sustained this family during a painful and difficult time. Fortunately, the mother has fully 
recovered and both parents are able to support their family.

She began attending UCAP’s GED 
preparation classes. Shortly after, she proudly walked in UCAP’s winter graduation ceremony but that was only the beginning. She 
stabilized her life by deciding to stay with her present job and to attend UCAP computer classes in the evening. Employment Express 
helped her to decide what she was willing to do until she could qualify for what she wanted. Instead of becoming an unemployment 
statistic, she continues to work with a plan for the future.

Prior 
to admission, she had surgery to decrease excess fiuid on her brain. Unfortunately, the surgery was unsuccessful. As a result, she had to 
undergo an additional procedure. Since being discharged to St. Ann’s, all of the child’s extensive follow-up care was coordinated by the 
home’s staff and the child made a full recovery. Both her health and physical development have improved. Physical therapy has also been 
successful in helping this child make progress toward age appropriate developmental goals, and today she is only about a month behind 
where she should be.

Awards 

The Golden Globe Award nomina- 
tions announced Tuesday morn- 
ing were dominated by the story 
of a man living his life in perpet- 
ual limbo. 

“Up in the Air” — the critical- 
ly lauded drama that stars George 
Clooney as a professional down- 
sizer who never misses an airline 
connection but fails to connect 
with his family — led the field 
with six nominations, including 
nods for best motion picture — 
drama; best director (Jason Reit- 
man), best screenplay; best actor 
(Clooney) and best supporting play- 
ers (Vera Farmiga and Anna Ken- 
drick). Up against “Up in the Air” 
in that best picture category: “Ava- 


tar,” James Cameron’s sci-fi epic 
that reportedly wowed members 
of the Foreign Press Association 
during screenings last week; “The 
Hurt Locker,” Kathryn Bigelow’s 
intense and in-the-moment Iraq 
war picture; a war epic of a very 
different sort, Quentin Tarantino’s 
“Inglourious Basterds”; and “Pre- 
cious,” the adaptation of Sapphire’s 
novel “Push,” about a pregnant 
teenager suffering from unspeak- 


able abuse. 

The Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association — the group of interna- 
tional journalists behind the Globes 
— routinely breaks its best-picture 
field into two categories, honoring 
five musicals or comedies in addi- 
tion to the dramas. 

The nominees on that end are: 
“Nine,” the adaptation of the Fell- 
ini-inspired Broadway show; “It’s 
Complicated,” the rom-com for the 


50 -plus set starring Meryl Streep; 
“Julie & Julia,” another Streep com- 
edy, the one in which she clucks 
happily as Julia Child; “(500) Days 
of Summer,” the boy-meets-then- 
loses-girl indie romance; and “The 
Hangover,” the biggest box office 
hit (at least so far) among the top 
film contenders. Matt Damon and 
Streep walked away with dual nom- 
inations, the former for his dra- 
matic work in “Invictus” and for 
his comedic turn as clueless corpo- 
rate spy in “The Informant!,” and 
the latter for her roles in “It’s Com- 
plicated” and “Julie & Julia.” (That 
marks 25 lifetime Golden Globe 
nods for Streep. But at this point, 
really, who’s counting?) 

Do the people basking in the 
glow of Foreign Press adulation this 
morning have a lock on an Oscar 
nod come Feb. 2? Not necessarily. 
Although the Globes often serve 
as foreshadowing for the Acade- 
my Awards, it’s worth noting that 
only once in the last five years — 
last year, when “Slumdog Million- 
aire” fever swept the world — has 
a Globes best picture winner syn- 
ched up with the Oscars’ top prize.

The run-up to Dec. 25 in Germany 
is marked not just by a rush of shop- 
ping but also by the nation’s many 
convivial Christmas markets. 

While the most renowned are 
the massive markets in Dresden 
and Nuremberg, many find the sea- 
son is best celebrated at the doz- 
ens of smaller markets across the 
nation, like the one in Rothenburg 
oh der Tauber. 

Here, locals and visitors alike 
pack the central Reiterlesmarkt 


square to enjoy the intimate nature 
of the quaint town. 

Surrounded by medieval walls 
that date back to the 12th century, 
Rothenburg is also home to Kaethe 
Wohlfahrt, makers of ornaments 
and wooden carvings that are pop- 
ular year-round with tourists but 
that really grab attention in the 
Christmas season. 

A couple hours southwest of 
Rothenburg, visitors to Essling- 
en have the choice to visit either a 
modern or a medieval Christmas 
market — which takes all the fan- 
tasy of medieval dress, customs, 
traditions and food, and places it 
in a market atmosphere.

about, said Steffi Fasora, who works 
at markets across the region. 

Decembers are dark and gloomy, 
“and people are usually sitting in 
the house and being depressed,” 
she said.

money, of course! This is what it’s 
all about.”

Classic or new-wave 
eggnog brings cheer 
at this time of year 

Cocktails 

At seasonal soirees, good tidings 
often come ladled from an eggnog 
bowl. But all too often, the host 
slings store-bought, from-a-car- 
ton-stuff that packs a bah-hum- 
bug punch. 



Unusualadditions— star anise, chili 
powder, even champagne —can trans- 
form eggnog from trad to downright rad. 


“Most eggnog is incredibly bor- 
ing,” says Kara Newman, spirits 
scribe and author of “Spice & Ice” 
($17, Chronicle). “It’s a comfort food 
we consume out of tradition. The 
challenge: jazzing it up. It’s ver- 
satile.” In her Sucker Punch Egg- 
nog (see recipe at Expressnightout. 
com), Newman even adds a kicky 
dash of chipotle powder. 

But whether you splash some 
orange juice or toss a pinch of fiery 
cayenne pepper into your cup, don’t 
be surprised if eggnog purists label 
you Scrooge for remixing tradition. 
After all, the drink’s history is as 
rich as, well, heavy cream folded 
into spiked egg yolks. 

American revelers have swigged 
the stuff since colonial times, when 
homesick settlers imported the idea 
from old England. Named for the 
squat wooden vessel the drink was 
served in — a noggin — eggnog 
was laced with booze, a germ-kill- 
ing trick pre-pasteurization. 


Over the centuries, eggnog has 
nuzzled up to a liquor cabinet of 
spirits, counting Madeira (a forti- 
fied wine from Portugal), scotch. 


whiskey, bourbon, rum and bran- 
dy as sometimes bedfellows. Pres- 
ident William Henry Harrison 
allegedly liked eggnog dosed with 
hard cider. 


“The key to eggnog is marrying 
egg and cream with spirits,” says 
Jim Hewes, bartender at the Willard 
InterContinental hotel (1401 Penn- 


sylvania Ave. NW; 202-628-9100). 
In other words, the booze du jour 
is a matter of regional custom or 
tippler’s choice (though you might 
stick to dark, wintry pours). 


Home bartenders who would 
rather get coal in their stockings 
than drink plain nog should try 
inspired flavor variations. At the 
Willard, Hewes goes classic South- 
ern with a frothy, custardy con- 
coction of raw eggs, heavy cream. 
Maker’s Mark bourbon, Coin- 
treau, sugar, cinnamon and nut- 
meg, topped with grated nutmeg 
and orange peel. But sometimes he 
thinks Jamaican with island rum or 
Swedish with cherry brandy. 

Or for dessert-like decadence, 
you might add chocolate liqueur 
and peppermint schnapps or creme 
de menthe, then garnish the elix- 
ir with a dollop of whipped cream 
and Peppermint Patty on top. 

At Equinox (8l8 Connecticut 
Ave. NW; 202-331-8118), bar man- 
ager Simo Ahmadi recharges his 
annual eggnog cocktail menu with 
spices drawn from his Moroccan 
heritage and house-infused liquors 
such as his Pumpkin Cobbler #2. 
Inspired by a pumpkin shake, 
the indulgent drink stars vanil- 
la-infused rum, Laird’s applejack, 
pumpkin spice liqueur and a splash 
of orange bitters. “It tastes like cake 
in liquid form,” Ahmadi says. 

Of course, richer-than-Bill- 
Gates eggnog is better off — like 
old Scrooge counting his cash — 
all by its lonesome. For a mix that 
pairs nicely with party nibbles. 
Tryst Coffee’s (2459 l8th St. NW; 
202-232-5500) beverage manag- 
er, David Fritzler, suggests gravi- 
tating toward spice rack updates 
(star anise, cloves, cinnamon, gin- 
ger). He also likes upping eggnog’s 
intensity with equal parts tequila 
and mescal, or whiskey plus a few 
drops of absinthe. 

Seasonings and spirits aside, the 
basic blend of raw egg and cream 
is what makes some imbibers a bit 
squeamish. Brave hosts and host- 
esses — inviting guests who aren’t 
particularly litigious — might whip 
up a homemade batch. But to play 
it safe, use pasteurized eggs or pre- 
made cartons from the grocery 
store, which you’ll improve with
